says that: 
Workers employed by a firm en- 


gaged In interstate commerce must 
get over-time for all time worked 
over 40 hours a week. 
Congress passed that law In 1938. 


It sot the work week at 44 hours 
beginning In 1940. 
Five years ago workers of the 


Mt. Clemens Pottery Company at 
Mt. Clements, Mich., sued 
the 


company In federal court. 


They claimed 
they 
had 
been 


working more than 40 hours a week 
hut not vetting paid for It. In this 
way: 
They said they had been showing 


up ahead of time for work, had to 
walk from the time-lock to 
their 


work benches, had to change cloth- 
es, and had to sharpen tools 
for 


use when work stnrted. 
Federal Judge Frank A. Plcard 


decided for the workers: That they 
should get overtime pav. He gave 
hln decision In 1942. 
Tho case, on appeal, finally got

The weather has so 
hampered 


construction, Kelly said, that it has

So far poles 
have been erected from Trinidad 
to Navarro. 
Linemen will start 


their part of the construction

soon as weather permits. 


The new line, of the highest vol- 
tage the company erects, will tie 
In with the Hillsboro transmission 
for further distribution to substa- 
tions In that area.
